This is to acknowledge the amendment filed on October 23, 2006, Claim 1 has been 
amended. Claims 2-19, 35 and 37 were canceled. Claims 1, 20-34 and 36 are pending and 
considered by the examiner.

3. The Declaration filed on August 25, 2005 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to overcome 
the Schumacher's reference Published on Feb. 24, 1998 in view applicant's Declaration under In 
re Katz filed on August 25, 2006 and amendment filed on August 25, 2006 that further canceled 
claims 12, 16-19 and 37, which priority were not granted to benefit the earlier filling date on July 
27, 1998. Hereby, the rejections based on Schumacher's reference published on Feb. 24, 1998 
were withdrawn. 
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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's response 
is persuasive to withdraw all art rejections in view of the amendment of claims and Declarations. 
Applicants insist that while cited references teach to use FGF in attempting to induce a new 
blood vessel generation, but there is no likelihood of success for a blood vessel formation and /or 
an improved cardiac function in their animal models via applying the FGF to the non-ischemic 
myocardial tissue during their experimentations. No prior art teaches or suggests that a direct 
injection of FGF- 1 into the ischemic myocardial region can induce a new blood vessel formation 
and efficiently improve the cardiac function (See response filed on October 23, 2006).
